Inprimis, It is hereby concluded, that there be a firm 
and everlaſting Peace and ſingular friendſhip between - 
his Imperiall Majeſty andthe moſt Chriſtian King, in- 
cluding all their Heirs and Coutederates, Lords, Princes 
and Eſtates of the Romare Empire, and principally the 
moſt potent Queen of . Sweden and-her Allies ; which 
peace is infalliably co be kept, all enmiry to ceaſe, and 
all to contribute co others peace whexe he or they can 
or may to their utrermoſt power and abiliries. 

- 2. Thatagenerall AR of Oblivion ſhall be paſt,thar 
none ſhall upon any terms remember any enmity or 
damage exerciſed upan each other, neither any way of _ 
hoſtility, Libels, calumanies or offences, as well within 
as without the bounds of the Romane Empire , perpe- -* 
trated under any pretext or colour whatſoever ſhall be - 
taſt up or remembred. - ; X 
- 3+ Thas after this, a ſincere and upright Peace ſhall 
be entertained between his Imperiall Majeſty and the 
moſt Chriſtian King of Frarce, as alſo the Princes BE» - 
leRors, Princes and Eſtates of the Rowaye Empire, all - 
the Articles here ſubſcribed duely obſerved, and none . 
tw aflift others Enemies with Forces or Armes, 

'- 4« If any War, or difference between either party 
{ball happen, that no man in this Peace comprehended 
fhall meddle with 1t,viz. if between the King of Francs 
and the Romane Empire about the Dutchie of Burgundie 
being a Member.of the Roware Empire. 

5. It is agreed that the parties in this Peace compre- 
hended, may be imployed as interpoſers, viz, Be-
